Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-11, 16-26, 31 and 36 are allowed. These claims will be renumbered as 
1-24. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art of record do not teach or suggest the claimed limitation of input 
means for entering user information used for authenticating the first and second 
operating instructions, wherein the first operating instruction is an instruction for 
performing a scanning operation for the image processing apparatus, and the second 
operating instruction is an instruction for performing a printing operation for the different 
processing apparatus. As noted in the Office Action dated 4/18/06, the combination of 
Tashima and Bradmall discloses the image processing for performing the first 
instruction and sending second instruction to the different image processing apparatus 
for performing the second instruction. Although the authenticating the user is performed 
according to the system, the references fail to teach whether the same user information 
is used for authenticating both image processing apparatuses. 

The features identified, in combination with other limitations, are neither 
suggested nor discussed by the prior art of record.
